My dear Friend : 

Your letter with the check fbr the conscientious objec¬ 
tor fund waa forwarded to me frcm the Indianapolis office. I have 
sent the check in to Mr. Grain who is servihg as secretary for 
this special effort to support Disciple pacifists. 

You helped me a great deal that cold day in New Gastle. 

The five people from the Mission Buildin who drove over with 
me were so eager to get the last thought which you had time to 
share that they would not leave when your evening address was 
over, even though that had been the agreement. I am making daily 
use of your new book and find it very strengthening. Some of 
these days I intend to send a check for several and have you 
Send them to personal friends. 

The Board of Trustees on the 24th of March asked me to 
go to Japan and do what I could to encourage the Japanese Dis¬ 
ciple ministers, even though Ivkry and the children would be un¬ 
able to go. I agreed. So I came on to the coast to spend a month 
with them before sailing. I am having to ask for a renewal of 
my passport. If it comes through I shall sail one month from to¬ 
morrow, May 9th, from this port. It is my plan to remain in the 
Orient until the first of the year. By that time I shall know 
how much good I can do there, whether there the family will be 
abk to come later, or just what I should do. My primary inter¬ 
est is peace, and I feel that I can do more for world peace by 
working with friends in Tokyo than I can in any American commun¬ 
ity. At least I have a nimber of friends there whom I think can 
be of real service in the peace cause. 

It is the plan now that Mary and the children (15 & 17) 
shall move to Los Angeles in June. 'Mary hopes to work seme with 
the Japanese in that area while I am away, and it is likely that 
we shall make that city our home when we are not in the Far East. 
It seems that it is to be my assignment to assure our Japanese 
brethren that our churches in America have not deserted them, and 
also to interpret the Christian movement in Japan to our home con¬ 
gregations. Just how this will work out we can not tell now. Any¬ 
way, the folks will be in Los Angeles before long, and I hope they 
find theway out to your interesting place. I hope that Jack and 
Betty continue their interest in the cause of peace.

F orm and Freedom in Worship. By 

Clarence Seidenspinner. Willet, Clark . 

$ 2 . 00 , 

Dr. Seidenspinner feels that a new 
life-form is emerging in this country, 
and that unless the church can offer ap¬ 
propriate liturgical nourishment for it, 
men will seek their intellectual and emo¬ 
tional satisfactions 
outside the church. 
New worship - pat¬ 
terns, he says, are in 
the making. In its 
dissatisfaction with 
inadequate forms, 
Protestantism has 
returned to histori¬ 
cal sources and has 
thereby achieved 
“good form”, but 
these patterns bear little relation to con¬ 
temporary American life. This book is a 
search for a way of worship that will com¬ 
bine adherence to canons of good taste 
with a vibrant contemporaneity having 
the ring of sincerity to the modern ear. In 
this connection, for example, Dr. Seiden¬ 
spinner makes some much-needed ob¬ 
servations about symbolism (pp. 12-16). 
The basis of the author’s thinking is 
perhaps best seen in the following sen¬ 
tences: “Worship seeks to express the 
inner essence of prayer or holy fellow¬ 
ship, Essentially, this is the adoration of 
God by man and the recognition of God’s 
nature and will. Man presents himself in 
adoration, and as God reveals himself to 
man, the human spirit comes to know the 
reality of God, his nature and will, and 
the meaning of fellowship with him. This 
is an objective transaction, for the em¬ 
phasis is upon God.” (p. 64). 

Taking up the question of actual 
service-patterns, Dr. Seidenspinner gives 
several outlines. One wishes that he had 
clothed these with actual material, so 
that the reader might judge the results. 
For example, where he lists “Hymn of 
Adoration”, we should like to know what 
hymn; and so with “Reading from the 
Scriptures”, “Call to Prayer”, “Collect”, 
etc. The author wisely divides his service 
into sections with headings, so that the 
worshipper may enter into it with en¬ 
lightened enthusiasm. Some fault may be 
found with certain rather sweeping 
statements. For instance, we submit that 
a well-planned service, having intellec¬ 
tual integrity and moving toward 
climax, can be made an experience of 
great power in the modern day even if 
it includes a careful selection of “old 
canticles and psalms, collects, creeds, and 
set prayers.” But Dr. Seidenspinner puts 
his finger on one of the real weaknesses 
in the pattern of Morning Prayer when 
he observes that “the people are not 
ready to confess their sin and seek the 
forgiveness so early in the service.” 

The positive contributions of this book 
far outweigh its imperfections, and it is 
a pleasure to see the problems of public 
worship met with so much insight. We 
hope that Dr. Seidenspinner will con¬ 


tinue to write in this field, and we ven¬ 
ture to suggest that he meet with groups 
of clergymen from different communions 
in a joint effort to provide better and 
better forms. Our enthusiasm for this 
volume is genuine—even if it stops short 
of the pinnacle climbed by the publishers 
when they nailed to the masthead of the 
jacket the breath-taking motto: “This 
book contains all that the practicing 
minister needs to know about worship.”

T he Chronology of the Public Min¬ 
istry of Jesus. By George Ogg . (Cam¬ 
bridge University Press.) Macmillan. 
$3.50. 

Books on Gospel chronology are large¬ 
ly records of earnest but futile attempts 
to arrive at certainty nor is Dr. Ogg’s 
volume an exception to this tantalizing 
rule. Its chief merit is its detailed and 
careful analysis of past endeavors; from 
these at least students will learn many 
methods whose uselessness has been 
proved and which therefore should be 
abandoned for the future. Dr. Ogg puts 
his chief reliance on fixing the date of 
the Crucifixion by direct astronomical 
computation of the Passovers in the 
various years between 26 and 36, using 
the data supplied by Dr. Frotheringham, 
an expert astronomer. Following the 
Johannine chronology, which makes the 
Passover begin on Friday evening, the 
only years possible are 30 and 33. But 
from other considerations based on “the 
fifteenth year of Tiberius Caesar” in 
Luke 3:1 Dr. Ogg holds that the former 
date is too early, so that 33 must be 
accepted. Possibly. But there are many 
uncertain elements. The Passover was 
held fourteen days after the equinoctial 
new moon was actually observed—this 
much seems certain. But from what 
height did the observation take place? 
Presumably from a mountain-top, but 
from what mountain-top? And how clear 
was the eastern horizon? Dr. Frother¬ 
ingham makes allowance for low-lying 
clouds but not for hills toward the east 
—and in Palestine there are always hills 
toward the east. And how was the Pass- 
over reckoned when the sky was com¬ 
pletely overcast for several days, not an

L iving Prayerfully. By Kirby Page. 

Farrar & Rinehart. $2.00. 

Kirby Page has done here what one 
would expect from such a great Chris¬ 
tian as he is. He has given us a hand¬ 
book of prayer, a study of the spiritual 
stimuli to prayer and a great body of 
reading, poems and prayers all bearing 
on certain phases of the subjects which 
are invaluable to any man looking for 
literary helps to the life with God. The 
book is a great treasury of the most 
penetrating thoughts of great souls in 
every field of thought and work. He has 
gone back into ancient writings for his 
illustrations and he has made use of 


contemporary thinkers as well. It is a 
gathering together of great religious ex¬ 
periences divided into seven general 
fields, awe and adoration, praise and 
thanksgiving, contrition and confession, 
aspiration and commitment, petition and 
intercession, communion and fellowship, 
and social action. Dr. Page and all his 
family have worked together for two 
years to produce this most helpful col¬ 
lection. Such books can be dreadfully 
dull and mechanical but there is nothing 
of the prayer-wheel in this book. It is 
living, real and intelligent and it ex¬ 
presses the best religious thought of the 
most religious people in any such store¬ 
house of religious experiences. There are 
special readings for one hundred days, 
and such a course of systematic reading 
and prayer should make religion a new 
thing to all who will use it. For in¬ 
dividual use, for family prayer, group 
worship, leaders of groups and for the 
minister’s desk, there is no modem book 
which can be so whole-heartedly recom¬ 
mended as this. It should be the prayer 
book of all who seek help in finding a 
new grip on modern personal-social re¬ 
ligion.

'T’he Passing of the Saint. By John M. 

Medklin. University of Chicago. $2. 

Dartmouth’s Professor of Sociology 
has something here of much timely im¬ 
portance in an age when the totalitarian 
state with its creedal trust in force is 
attemping to eclipse democracy and its 
usual fellow traveler, laissez-faire, self¬ 
ish individualism, three types of culture 
that have not been friendly toward any 
type of sainthood, Catholic, medieval or 
Protestant. The saint that Dr. Mecklin 
trails down is the medieval type, prin¬ 
cipally Bernard of Clairvaux and Saint 
Francis with Lady Poverty, both of 
whom represented ideals of sainthood 
that fitted neither the middle class nor 
democracy and lacked the cosmic out¬ 
look of Augustine and, as types, never 
adjusted themselves to the industrial age 
and the capitalistic system. The saint 
passed because he was not a universal 
type. The biographical essays use the 
psychological approach and sociological 
evaluation. The concluding chapter on 
the saint and democracy is challenging 
both to democracy and to Christian lead¬ 
ers. Dr. Mecklin’s books, The Survival 
Value of Christianity and Democracy 
and Race Friction , established the repu¬ 
tation this work enhances, of his right 
to appraise saints as saints and as citi¬ 
zens; two aspects that must be coordin¬ 
ated if sainthood is to survive as a cul¬ 
ture, for certainly the age of individual¬ 
ism has passed.

C andles in the Wind. By Allan Knight 
Chalmers. Scribners. $2.00. 

This book is strong added evidence 
that something is happening to contem¬ 
porary Protestantism. This desperate 
world has acted upon the vast new 
knowledge of Jesus and of mankind 
which scientific and historical study have 
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given us and has brought down a pre¬ 
cipitate of a new Christian religion. This 
book presents this new religion in its 
personal and social aspects with clarity 
and power. Dr. Chalmers is unimpeded 
by old and outworn concepts of either 
science or religion, even their termi¬ 
nology is gone, and he presents to us in 
honest, searching thought and rugged 
language what the twentieth century 
Jesus must mean to the yrorld today. In 
nineteen chapters, for they are chapters 
rather than sermons, this Browning and 
Tennyson-steeped man gives us what we 
can get also in many of the great 
students and preachers of today— 
prophets, the Hebrews would have called 
them—the religion for our times. These 
chapters are so real, so living and clear, 
that the reviewer confesses to laying 
aside a sermon and reading a chapter of 
this book to his congregation. Every 
preacher who reads it will find that his 
own preaching will gain a great deal, 
both in content and method. It does 
something to you.

S outh of God. By Cedric Belfrage. 
Modern Age . $2.50. 

This is an easy-to-read book, with a 
sting in it. It is a biography of Claude 
Williams. It recounts his metamorphosis 
from fundamentalist preacher in a small 
Tennessee town to militant champion of 
the social gospel. After several years of 
preaching hell-fire at his congregation, 
Williams does an about face and begins 
living through considerable hell-fire him¬ 
self as he throws in his lot with miners 
and tenant-farmers in the deep South. 
The author and his hero see life in terms 
of the class struggle. One may feel the 
incompleteness of this concept, yet ac¬ 
knowledge a validity in the book and in 
the life which it records. For here is the 
spectacle of a man who does not scurry 
and dodge about to avoid making a deci¬ 
sion. He takes a stand, and accepts its 
consequences. Which, it seems to me, is 
the one and only gate of entry to that 
narrow way that leads to life eternal. 
South of God is a challenge to those of 
us whose lives are hedged about with 
relative security and comfort to enter in 
our own way that straight and difficult 
gate.

TDetween Two Worlds. By Upton 
-L' Sinclair. Viking . $3. 

This is a sequel to Mr. Sinclair’s 
World’s End y and is the story of the 
world between 1919 and ’29 as seen 
through the eyes of Lanny Budd. Mr. 
Sinclair’s women characters are much 
more clearly drawn than his men; he 
shows an uncanny understanding of the 
feminine mind. Lanny is vacillating and 
weak, and manages to sparkle for about 
five minutes during the decade. Mr. Sin¬ 
clair has used him as a means of por¬ 
traying the important events of history 
within the period, in which Lanny eye¬ 
witnesses everything from the Munich 
beer-hall putsch to the crash of the stock- 
market. It is overdone; one feels that 
every time Lanny ventures from his 
ivory tower on the Riviera a calamity 


overtakes the world. Nevertheless, Mr. 
Sinclair, though wordy, writes well and 
the story goes down smoothly. It lacks 
punch because he leans over backward 
to be fair and avoid his own prejudices. 
It is an excellent chronicle of the period, 
even if the world sometimes seems too 
big for Mr. Sinclair to handle. After 
reading it one awaits the next book, 
which surely must come, with much 
curiosity and mild eagerness.

T^ngland's Hour. By Vera Brittain . 

^ Macmillan. $2.50. 

The aim of England’s Hour f according 
to the author, is to record on the spot 
the wartime experiences of English civil¬ 
ians. This picture the book does give, 
but it does more than paint a picture 
of the progressive ruin of London and 
the dislocation of English life. More 
perhaps than its author realizes. Vera 
Brittain brings to anxious, jumpy Amer¬ 
icans a sense of sanity and a feeling of 
comfort. Far from praising war or glori¬ 
fying England’s share in the struggle, 
two related questions recur persistently 
to form the emotional under-current of 
the book: Why this destruction? and To 
what end? She promises that never again 
shall the young generation be asked to 
die for their country instead of helping 
to build its peace, “That the change can 
be accomplished if we really desire it, 
and that the initiative can come from 
our own sorrowful but undaunted coun¬ 
try, I have never doubted even in its 
darkest hours of complacency and self- 
seeking. Today, after witnessing Lon¬ 
don’s endurance of its crucifixion with¬ 
out panic or vindictiveness, I am more 
than ever confident that the British peo¬ 
ple ... is better able than any other 
people in the world to accept a way of 
life determined by love rather than by 
power.” The author tells of sending her 
two children as refugees to American 
friends. The restraint of this chapter 
makes it the more heart-breaking. She 
tries to put into words what England 
means to her: “The process of English 
justice;—the tolerant endurance of Brit¬ 
ish men and women;—their brave grum¬ 
bling stoicism in danger and adversity; 
their staunch refusal even in maximum 
peril to become panic-stricken refugees; 

. . . the fields and lanes of its lovely 
country; the misty, soft-edged horizon. 

. . . This is the England which will dwell 
with me until my life’s end.” The bitter¬ 
est loss to Londoners is “to have the past 
bombed” out of their lives. In forgiving 
this ruin of their history “lies London’s 
best hope of immortality.”

Campus 
Communists ‘Mass’

A BITTER war over peace has 
been raging on the university 
campus for the past two days. 
Last night the angel of peace was a 
battered creature,—her wings were 
frayed and tail feathers were missing 1 . 
Each of three different groups has 
been seeding to make the angel of 
peace its captive and to act as her 
protector and spokesman at student 
peace rallies staged yesterday and 
today. The war over peace on the 
campus brought out loudspeakers, 
manifestos, charges and counter 
charges, newspaper releases, sound 
trucks, picket signs, and an avalanche 
of oratory. Poor old peace was puzzled 
and bewildered by these raucous in* 
temeeme hostilities.

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We need not tel! you that one 
of the groups sponsoring a rally for 
peace comprised the noisy Comraun 
ists whose present line from Moscow’ 
calbi for the exploitation of peace 
sentiment as part of the party tac¬ 
tics, The Communists “are mas sing" 
for peace morning, noon and night 
these days. On Monday night and 
yesterday morning they were out with 
sound trucks and signs urging every¬ 
body bo "mass'* on the lower campus 
to hear two speakers who always turn 
Up at Communist meetings, — John 
Bernard, former congressman from 
Minnesota, and the Bev. Owen Kno\ h 
of Pittsburgh. In keeping with their 
fake front tactics, the Communist 
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ttmslbly sponsored by an organization 
hurriedly bom for the occasion, "'The 
Committee of i r QGQ" The members 
of "'the Committee of I ♦GOO" evidently 
remained away from the meeting in 
droves Judging from the email crowd 
of 150 that "massed" on the lower 
campus yesterday morning. 


Another group which sought in woo 
the angel of peace away from the 
Communists comprised the email 
number of Socialist on the campus. 
They brought the itinerant Kirby 
Page to speak at a peace rally meet- 
in® In the law building yesterday af¬ 
ternoon* They contended that the 
campus peace angel would be noth- 
! ng more than a hussy if she deigned 
to consort with the Communists, They 
contended further that the Commun¬ 
ists are a promiscuous and fickle lot 
who would seduce peace and abandon 
her when expediency demanded It. 
The Socialists maintained that the 
Communist front for peace, civil lib¬ 
erties and democracy is a dishonest 
one and they pointed out that one 
only need look at the Communist 
fatherland. Russia, to witness the 
sorry estate of peace, civil liberties 
and democracy. Mr, Kirby and his 
associated Socialist apostles of frus¬ 
tration and futility were not satisfied 
either with the respectable peace con¬ 
vention which is being held on the 
campus today and at which Oswald 
Garrison Viliard and Prof* C, T, Net¬ 
ted were the speakers.

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Downing told the senate the bill 

would raise $500,000 which would be 
used for conservation. He declared 
that more persons fished with poles 
than with rod and reel and it was 
only fair that they pay a license. 

Under the bill all persons over 18 
would have been compelled to pay a 
$1 license for cane pole fishing except 
farmers on their own lands, a person 
could get a license free by proving 
he was indigent. 

Sen. Rudolph Schlabach (R), La 
Crosse, opposed the bill, asserting it 
would hit the poor man. 

Report British 
Seeking Huge 
Cheese Supply 

Great Britain was reported tedav 
to be seeking to buy 250.000.008 
pounds of American cheese in the 
United States during the next IS 
months—with a consequent boom in 
store for dairy farmers of Wisconsin, 
where half the nation's output of 
American cheese is produced. 

The huge purchase would represent 
nearly half the domestic output of 
this type of cheese in 1940. The 
British inquiry to the u. S. depart¬ 
ment of agriculture was said to have 
been disclosed at a conference of dairy 
leaders in Washington last Friday 
called by Milo Perkins of the Federal 
Surplus Commodities Corp* 

See Price Rise 

If Britain buys the cheese at the 
prevailing market price of 16 % cents 
a pound for the American Cheddar 
type* it worn dcost $40,625,009* but 
market experts in Chicago estimated 
that the price would probably rise 
during the 15 months because the 
federal government is buying huge 
quantities of dried and evaporated 
milk and has been active in the blit¬ 
ter market* 

The prospects of rising dairy prices 
was confirmed today by W. L. Witte, 
chief of the division of co-operative 
marketing of the state department 
of agriculture* 

“The federal government asked for 
bids 10 days ago for cheese for ex¬ 
port, but I understand they did not 
receive any, because of the uncertain¬ 
ty as to whether the price would go 
up," Witte said* 

He pointed out that producers of 
evaporated milk in Wisconsin are al¬ 
ready paying a bonus over the code 
price in order to obtain sufficient 
milk. The bonus was 4 cents per hun¬ 
dred pounds in February. 

$20,000,000 Order Seen 
Witte estimated that if the British 
go through with their purchase plan, 
at least half of the cheese would 
come from Wisconsin, which at cur¬ 
rent prices would represent something 
over $20,000,000. 

With a heavier demand for evapor¬ 
ated milk and' with rising beef prices, 
Wisconsin farmers will have to in¬ 
crease production to equal the de¬ 
mand, Witte said.

I am still feeling apologetic about taking a moment of your time following 
youf* inspiring address Sunday night. Your audience will not forget your cour¬ 
ageous and prophetic message. 

What I wanted to say to you was, that the new United Society of Methodist 
'Women has initiated, as its first united effort, a spiritual movement to which 
we are summoning our four million Methodist women. At our first annual business 
meeting it was decided to print a prayer for H A lasting and righteous peace**, and 
to distribute it free of cost, except for postage, to the million members of the 
YJoman's Society of Christian Service in this country. The officers of the 
World Federation of Methodist Women voted also to send this prayer to the thirty- 
one other countries affiliated in the Federation. 

I was asked to write the prayer and I told the women that I felt there 
could not be a righteous peace under present conditions. Spiritual attitudes 
must be changed before we were ready for peace. Our own country, as well as 
all the others involved, has sin and needs to seek forgiveness as well as 
guidance. 1 believe that peace will come and that the ideals for which you are 
striving will be realized some good time. 

The enclosed card carries the prayer. The design represents in its thirty- 
one figures, and varied costumes, the women of the national organizations in the 
Federation. We do not know whether it has been admitted or not in some of the 
belligerent countries, but we know that there is unity of purpose between our-

United in Prayer in a. Broken Worl d 

Christian women are clasping hands across embattled boundary lines 
and uniting their hearts in a fellowship born of suffering and of yearn- 
inf for a "world wherein dwelleth righteousness•" They are convinced 
there are available spiritual resources which must be brought to bear 
in the world situation* Without the change of spirit which these re¬ 
sources can bring, there can be no righteous or enduring peace. But 
how mediate them to an agonized world? 

The conviction is growing among women of many lands that they have 
a high privilege at this point. "Peace is a man’s 30 b" said a prominent 
official. Perhaps so. Certain it is, women, are seldom invited to sit 
at pact forming tables to draw up articles of agreement. But peace is 
of even greater concern to women than to men. What then can we do? 

In one mail recently, there came from Japan three statements: two 
from Japanese women and one from a missionary. The latter asked for 
11 one hundred thousand Christians around the world" to join her in daily 
prayer for world peace. The Japanese woman evangelist, Tomi Furuta, 
says, "There is tremendous power in prayer. We Christians must avail 
ourselves of this power to stop this frightful war." The third is an 
editorial by Mrs. Ochimi Kubushiro in Japan Through ftomsn . She quotes 
her mother, eighty-four years of age. "Do we not have God who hears 
prayer? Why should we not pray for the recovery of peace in the 
world?" This question lead to Mrs. Kubushiro 1 s definite effort to se¬ 
cure the names of ten thousand persons who would "remember the noon¬ 
tide and pray with faith for the recovery of world peace." 

Concurrently with this appeal from the Far East, comes a clarion 
call from a former China missionary, Dr. Bushnell, eighty-six year old 
saint, living on America’s Pacific coast. "We must unite, we women of 
the whole world, in one mighty call to God, as suffering victims of war, 
and God will not fail to answer." 

Methodist women around the globe are uniting in daily, definite, 
believing prayer. They base their faith.on II Peter 3:13, and Matthew 
18:19. This plan originated in the Standing Committee of the World 
Federation of M ethodist Vvomen. It was adopted by the Woman's Division 
of Christian Service at their first annual meeting. The following 
prayer is being distributed free, from the Publication Office, 420 
Plum Street, Cincinnati, Ohio. A million copies have already been 
sent out to members in the United States, and to the thirty other 
countries affiliated in the YYorld Federation of Methodist Women. If 
God will hear the petition of "two of you upon earth", will he not 
hear four million, if our hearts are right, and our prayers in ac¬ 
cord with His Holy will?

Dear Kirby Page: 

Though I’ve been out of direct contact with 
you for a time, you may be interested to know that the 
Quaker training and the effects of discussion groups at 
your house, at Asilomar, at Institutes of International 
Relations, etc., still remain in force. Last week, when 
my draft number was called up, I registered as a conscien¬ 
tious objector, stating my Quaker position and reasons for 
religious objection. (From the local Board’s reactions, I 
gather I'm the first real, live C.O. they've ever seen'. 

They were quite taken aback.) 

I took the liberty of using your name, with 
those of Father, Clarence Pickett and Harold Chance, as a 
reference. I hope this was not an imposition, since I had 
not previously informed you of this intention. But you 
have been pretty well acquainted with my beliefs and actions, 
and I thought you might be able, in case of need, to "supply 
information as to the sincerity of my professed convictions." 
The issue is not likely to come up in the very near future, 
for the local Board seems quite lenient about taking married 
men. (Yes - been married for nearly a year now, to a girl 
at Hofstra College, where I'm teaching.) But if and when 
it does come up, I wanted you to know of my action and of 
my reference to you. If this seems presumptive or otherwise 
inadvisable, only let me know and I'll do whatever is wisest. 
If my reference is satisfactory, I thank you with deep appre¬ 
ciation. 

How is the Page family and hacienda these days 
I understand Mary has been married for some time - give them 
both my very best regards, and Mrs. Page and Kirby, also. 

Two years ago I completed my residence require 
ments at Princeton, and I’ve since been teaching at Hofstra 
College, Hempstead, Long Island. It's a newly-founded small 
college, and this year I'm acting head of the psychology de¬ 
partment, which makes things interesting. The extra work, 
however, has kept me from completing my Ph.D. thesis until 
this spring. Vivian and I are engaged right now in the final 
typing of the magnum opu3.
